DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see page 3, filed 10/31/2005, with respect to claims 3, 4, 16, 18, 
and 35 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 3, 4, 16, 18, and 
35 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3-10, 16-33 and 35-42 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: References which are 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure — Matsumoto USPN 5,323,042 in view of Ikeda (JP 7- 
326767), Otani (JP 10-56184) and Hirashi USPN 6,172,728 (all of record) -- teach a 
semiconductor device comprising a pixel portion and a driver circuit portion on a substrate, said 
pixel portion comprising a semiconductor film comprising a channel forming region, a plurality 
of impurity regions, a source region, and a drain region; and a gate electrode 
overlapping/partially overlapping with the channel forming region and some of the plurality of 
impurity regions, with a gate insulating film interposed therebetween; and a source wiring 
electrically connected with one of source region and said drain region; and wherein a gate 
insulating film of a TFT in said driver circuit portion and a dielectric of a storage capacitor 
formed in said pixel portion comprise the same material and have the same film thickness. 
However, the combined references fail to teach a first portion of a source wiring with a 
smaller line width than a second portion overlapping with a gate wiring and a portion of 
said second portion overlapping with a pixel electrode. The above limitations in combination 
with other claim limitations are not taught or fairly suggested by the prior art nor would it be 
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obvious to modify the references of record so as to yield the semiconductor device of the instant 
application.
